Training of the local firemen and 
policemen will be required, accord­ 
ing to the edicts of Trustee George 
Schneberger, chairman of the po­ 
lice committee, and George Volz, 
Arlington Heights fire chief. 
Inauguration of swimming pools 
in this country has seen the drown­ 
ing rate cut if) half from a time 
when there were only 300 super­ 
vised beaches and pools.

Since electric current for operat­ 
ing the new system will be supplied 
by a single large battery in the 
Central office, the new equipment 
will be of the most improved m an­ 
ual type designed for a community 
of this size. The switchboard as 
planned by the Illinois Bell engin­ 
eers will consist initially of two 
sections, but will be so constructed 
that, as the demand for telephones 
increases, additional sections may 
be installed. To connect Wheeling 
with neighboring points, the plans 
provide for ample trunk lines which 
may be added to as required.

The tuberculosis Institute of 
Chicago and Cook County 
Though smallpox vaccination is 
J accepted as producing an active and 
J lasting immunity, we still have 
I deaths from this disease—unneces­ 
sary deaths. Every child should be 
vaccinated against smallpox dur­ 
ing the first year of life. The im­ 
munity frypi such a vaccination is 
thought to last about seven years 
as it should be repeated at that 
time. 
Vaccination against smallpox is 
a simple, harmless procedure. The 
arm is thoroughly cleaned, a drop 
of vaccine is put upon the arm and

If Tomatoes Are 
Losing Leaves, Dust 
Them, Says Hughes 


Report has come to Farm Ad­ 
viser Hughes that a number of 
tomato plants in various patches 
are losing their leaves. 
This trouble usually starts with 
the lower leaves of the plants be­ 
coming yellow and dropping off. 
An examination 
of these plants 
will show that there ale various 
types of leaf spots and deforma­ 
tions on the leaves that are .aud­ 
ing this trouble. No one puiiicuiui 
complaint can be ascribed to the 
difficulty. If weather continues us 
it has during the past few weeks, it 
is possible that many fields of to­ 
matoes will be an almost complete 
loss. 
It 
is 
suggested 
that 
where 
trouble of this kind is beginning to 
start that tomatoes bt* dusted with 
twenty (2 0 ) parts Mx>no-hydrate< 
copper sulphate and eighty (80) 
parts hydrated lime. About thirty- 
five (35) pounds of this m ateria 
will 
dust 
an 
acre. 
Application 
should be made in the evening or 
morning while the dew is still on 
the plants. 
It is usually best to put this on 
with a dusting 
machine. 
If no 
dusting machine is available, we 
suggest the use of a coarsely wov­ 
en burlap bag. This last is verj 
unsatisfactory as good dusting re­ 
quires that a fog be created and ap­ 
plied so the under .surface of the 
leaves are coated as well as the 
top of the leaves. Obviously, d ur­ 
ing ruin this dust will be washed 
off and it is necessary to reapply. 
'Phis dusting material may be 
little difficult to secure. However, 
the Lake-Cook Farm Supply Com­ 
pany will carry a small stock of 
dust on hands for those who want it.
